Justice Burke, ho says, asked him If

he had any home. Kelly thought the
Justice meant If he owned property or
was keeping house

'Of course 1 told him I did not have
a house," said Kelly, In detailing his
story yesterday, ' but I said, T am
boarding: at present, If that is what you
mean."

Committed un n Vnirrnnt.
He declares that Justlco Burke did

not ask him another question. Instead,
he made out some papei and motioned
to an officer. The next moment, as
Keely tells It, ho was a prisoner.

"Why, It was the biggest surprise 1

ever got In my life," he said to "The
Evening World" reporter, "t Blmply
asked him to do me a favor which even
the corner grocer could have done for
me. I did not want to be committed
I was no vagrant. Why, 1 could have
been taken core of by the Sisters who
look after our Post If I wanted any-
thing like that. But there I was

"The moment tho policeman laid his
hand on my shoulder I protested, but
I was pushed from tho court-roo-

down to the prison There I was locked
up nil night anil compelled to He on a
plank bed alongside of tho worst sped
mens of humanity I ever saw ln my
life

"I did not know what the outcome of
It all would be, and was so ashamed
and mortified that 1 did not send any
word to my friends I thought perhaps
that I inlglit be sent to a hospltnl after
all I whs In terrible ugony and did
not sleep a wink that night The food
I got there was something awful

"Next day." he continued. "I n
put Into the van with half a dozen
others One man hod the Jaundice and
was even worse off thsn 1 Well, they
drove nil over the city, first to the
Yorkvlllo Court, nnd then to Kssex
Market, and finally we were lodged In
the Tombs, whero the paper Justice
llurke had signed for mo was handed
over "

Keelj-- s story of life In the Tombs would
fill a volume Helm,' 111, ho was prohubl
allow ed n little moro privilege than the
others Ho wns told he was a vagrant,
and hd to sleep nt night ln the chair
which he sal In during the day

"I was hoping even then," said Keely,
"that some doctor would examine me
and have me sent to the hcxipltal, but
during all the time I wns there I never
(ot a particle of medical treatment, al-
though I was In torture."

Kelly wns In such 1 pltlnble condition
anl looked so out of place In the prison,
with his Grand Army button nnd blue
suit that he attracted the attention of
Mr. Stephens, the missionary. The latter,
who attends the Tombs almost dall,
heard his story, and became Interested,
nnd resolved If possible to get him out
He began a search of the records, but

by him n fact Mr. Phillips does notknow officially that any vacancies ln theranks of the polico captains exists.The occasion for this delay has been
jariously given, and an "Evening
v orld reporter endeavored y to
fet at Its true inwardness. A visit toHeadquarters proved abortive, so
far as getting any satlsfatcion from theCommissioners was concerned.

Commissioner Kerwln, ns soon as helearned the nature of the reporter'sbusiness, assumed an attitude of severereserve.
Asked If the Police Board contem-plated ordering nn examination of ap-

plicants before the e Com-
mission, ho replied that he would notsay as to that

No action hnd been taken ln that con-
nection, he thought.
